inspector for Adair county, has re- 
ceived the following information from 
Commissioner J. W. Newman: 

"I beg to advise that under the 
present quarantine orders no stock 
can be moved from one county to an- 
other unless they are inspected by a 
county live stock inspector in the 
county in which they are, and also by 
the county live stock inspector of the 
county to which they are going. This 
is done in order to keep track of any 
animals that might possibly be infect- 
ed with this disease, and is mainly 
aimed at cattle imported from other 
States and held in one oonnty for a 
while and then moved Into another. 
Great pressure has been brought to 
bear upon the Live Stock Sanitary 
Board to prevent the movement of 
animals from one county to another, 
but we thought it best to leave it so 
animals eonld ba in^yeeted by the 
county livestock

I propose to write thisweel: on mea- 
sles, "Rul)eola,". This is a disease 
that is very wide spread, but is consid- 
ered not very dangerous to life. A 
mistalcen idea about it is Uiat every- 
body, sooner or later, must have 
measles. It is a very contagious mal- 
ady, more so I suppose than any other. 
Epidemics of it come throagh the 
country very frequently, and claim 
for its subjects nearly the whole pop- 
ulation, everybody that has not been 
rendered immune by a previous attack. 
It spares neither race or color, or pre- 
TfcNS condition of aerTltode. It is 
considere() a disease of childhood, but 
It Is because nearly all but the young 
hftTO been rendered hnnnne bye pre- 
Tlooe attacic. Not many people die 
from measles directly, but it lays the 
foundation for many serious com- 
plaints, and especially consumption. 
It is accompanied by a cough, but ttie 
main feature of it is an eruption, so 
marked that nobody is deceived by it 
after the eruption makes its appear- 
ance. I shall undertalce to give nei- 
ther symptoms nor treatment, because 
my business is prevention, and if that 
is a success, neither symptoms or 
treatment concerns anybody. This 
disease is so wide spread that it is al- 
most always in some parts of this 
county, and schools are frequently 
suspended on account of it. Until re- 
cently theeomnnnltlee generally have 
not undertaken to atop or control It, 
and even health oOleen have been In- 
clined to let run Its course, but that 
plan is changed now, as far as this 
county is concerned. If smallpox 
breaks out in any part of the county, 
the wires are kept hot with telephone 
messages, calling for the healtli oiUcer 
to come immediately and quarantine 
the suspects, llajj the house, and the 
wliole neighk)orhood is in confusion 
on account of It, and if a ease of meas- 
les breaks out, in any community of 
the county, notliiug is said about it. 
And yet test year In the State of Ken 
tucky over .Xjo children died from 
measles, and only two all told from 
smallpox. Last year I undertook to 
keep children with measles, out of the 
schools, witli the result tliat not a 
artMri wneoepended on account of 
the disease. This year I propose to go 
one step furtlier, and Hag the house 
and qoannUne the fiimiltaB in iHiich 
it is to 1)0 found. While I do not pro- 
pose to treat anybody with measles, 
it Is, I think mj bntlnsn to resiove 
from the mlnde of the people some ! 
erroneous notions about its cause and | 
treatment. It is almoet a oniTMeal 
Ijelief that measles ought to breakout ! 
thick all over tlie patient in order to 

haTlng any show f<Nr Ite life. Andthe; 
great poet, John O. Saze, tell Into 
this enor when deeetibing lha fnh- 

lonable mourner.

When measles stand handsomelj oot, 
The patient is safest, they say, 

And the sorrow is lightest no doubt, 
That worts in a sinllar waj.** 

We all know that smallpox when it 
breaks oi)t but little, is the lightest 
case, and from an expepience of many 
years and thousands of cases, I have 
come to the same conclusion respect- 
ing measles. It used uo be common to 
dose the patient with gallons of hot 
tea, madeof aU kindeof "jerbs," in 
order to make eroptioo cone boldly 
out to the surface, but that is all 
wrong. I have had some ricli experi 
ence in my career as a physleian, one 
of wliich I will relate: I was called 
one night to see a boy, Pig liumstay 
by name. The ftither'told me when 
he came, that his boy was chil'ing, 
and it seemed impossible to get him 
warin. I went with prof e^siona 1 
haste, and found a remarkable case 
when 1 arrived The father, an old 
Dutchman, was greatly dietwnid. and 
said he believed "Piggie" would die 
"agin, already, still.'' The bed was 
sitting in one comer of the room, with 
a bed quilt hanging from the ceiling 
to the lloor on three sides of it. In 
front was a red-hot stove within two 
feet, on the stove was a kettle of boil- 
ing vvater tilled jvith all manner of 
"yerbs to make yerb tea." The boy 
had a feather bed under him, 
and nearly one dozen blan- 
kets and quilts over him. He was 
sweating profusely, and was wringing 
wet. He was cold and the family 
with all they could do was not able to 
get liim warm. When I had him 
taken out from under all that 'kiver" 
as they called it, the tire in the stove 
put out, the tea dashed out at tlie 
window, the boy robbed off freely 
with dry cl6thes, the father, the 
moUier, and all the galls thought I 
had killed him. But I had not. Pig- 
gie was up the next morning, and 
made a rapid recovery. A patient 
with measles should be kept cool, but 
not at the expense of all the water in 
his blood, and in his system gjnerally. 
Parents always want to know how 
long after exposure to measles will 
the di sy ae make its appea r ance. We

AMD ITS CHANGE WTO STEAM. 

How th« Earth, Which Was Bern Out 
at a MaM off Flaming Qaaaa, CaiM ft* 

Have Its Surface Covered With a 
Liquid Which Cannot Endure Fire. 

Tlie story of the ocigiii of water in- 
rolTM ttaat of tbe Mrtk «f tk* eartt. 

According to tbe gen«nlly accepted 
hypothesis, the eartli was once a mass 
of heated gases, wLith included, in one 
form or another, every chemical ele- 
ment tkat we know. Aaueag tteaa 
gases were oxyg«i and hydrogen, the 
two elements by whose combination 
water is foiinod But there was no 
water then because the beat was too 
greet to permit of the combination of 
pizygen and hydrogen. The elementa 
of water were present, hot not water 
Itself. 

As tlie tjasfiiiis mass ooutinued to 
eool.a temperature 'was remlied at 
which combination coohl begin to take 
place. :ind then wnter appeared to the 
form, not of li'iiiiil. but of an invisible 
vapor whicb wt- call watery vapor. 
Although oxygeu and hydrogen had 
combined in this vapur^ the heat was 
stin too great for it to con d ea a e Into 
the liquid st.:tc. With further cooling, 
however, it did undergo a partial con- 
densation into that form of water 
which we know aa steam. At that time 
the slohe was probaMy a graat wklte 
bot ball, enveloped at a vast height 
above its surface with a hissing shell 
or envelope of steam. In this immense 
steamy shell was contained. In the 
Tapocom fionn, all tka wafe« that the 
fntare earth was to possess. The 
oceans were there, afloat as scalding 
donds! 

The central mass continued to cool 

temperature of the rockj craat that 
had besun to form abont It had de- 
scended to about 370 degrees C, the 
first true water— that is, liquid water— 
VPMUwd oa tte eartt. It Ml la hat 
drops from tha Taporous envelope and 
at first no donbt was Instantly recon- 
verted into steam by contact with the 
heated crust After awhile the crust 
becane ao eool that the deatanfflBi!; 
water could remain upon It In the liq- 
uid state. Then the mighty rains fell 
thicker and faster from the condensing 
envelope until the accumulated water 
fomed great oeeana e^ pcrhapa at Ike 
begiunin.i? one universal ocean stir- 
rounding the entire earth. That would 
depend upon t lie form of the surface of 
the crust at the time whm the deacent 
of the waters occur I'cA, The orlgte of 
the present ocenn basins goes back to 
the very beginning of geological his- 
tory and antedates every period that 
can be fixed with reasonable certainty. 

Theae fteta expiate why Uia attth 
kas so great a quantity of watv anO 
where that water came from. 

It Is believed that the oceans cannot 
continue to exist for all time as we see 
theiu today. The mteerals constttotteg 
the solid cnist of the earth are contln 
ually absorbing water. It has been 
calculated that granite contains two 
gallons of absorbed water to ereiy cu- 
bic yard. The cond it ion of the mooa, 
as revealed by telescopes and by jiko- 
tography, shows that a globe may, as 
far at least as its surface Is concerned, 
become abaolutely arid, no water wliat. 
ever rematatog upon It, although to 
ages past it may kava baaa wf«Mi 
with oceans. . 

The drying ap process, however, 
must be a slow one^ and ao c oa alde r - 
able quantity of the oceanic watna 
can be absorbed into the earth's inte- 
rior until the core of the globe has be- 
come relatively cool. At present the 
totemal he^t ia so great that water 
cannot peiMlrate to a depth of aMm^ 
WBy. than twenty miles at the most It 
Is only as the rocks cool that they be- 
gin to take up water in combination. 

If we beat water to the boiling point 
we tarn It Into steaoL If wa heat the 
steam still further It becomes an to- 
visible vapor, which may be made so 
hot that it win char a piece of paper 
like a flame On the other hand, if we 
co(d water to the freesiag psiat It 
turns Into a brittle solid— Ice. 

So if we had happened to be bom to 
a fiery hot world we should only have 
known water as a «<mrtny vapor, capa- 
ble of dcf wirla g asetals like a strong 
add, and, on the contrary, if our lot 
had been cast in an Intensely cold 
world our only knowledge of water, as 
a natural product, would have been in 
lha Aapa aC a solid, harder than most
